ries. I have heard it oft said 
that Hitchcock s PSYCHO was 
never meant for color and I 
concur The shower scene 
would have been totally ruin- 
ad in color Mario Bava’s 
BLACK SUNDAY with lovely 
Barbara Steele (now thera 
would be a beautiful movie 
VAMPIRELLA 1 ) is another 
classic black & white fright 
film And lot’s not forget 
NIGHTOFTHE LIVING DEAO 

Black & white can some- 
times be moreeffective in con-
